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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They do not positively recite the structure of the claimed invention. Note 
the claims of the cited references. In particular, regarding Claim 2, the phrase "likely to 
be embedded ... such as ..." is indefinite. 

The examiner cannot determine the metes and bounds of the claimed invention; 
therefore, no art can be applied at this time. Applicant should consider the cited art 
when amending the claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tanaka, Hong et al, Sone et al, Pawate, Chantzis et al, and Park 
are further cited to show related teachings in the art.
